"We are melting down millions o 
English sovereigns and coining them 
into American money," said the direc 
tor of the mint on Sept. 29, speaking 
at the American Bankers' association 
convention at Kansas City. "I esti 
mate that the amount of gold still to 
be received by the United States from 
the allied nations will be ?40»,000,000 
The amount of gx>ld received up to 
date is over ?750,000,000." 


Naturally, England is trying to stop 
this drain of gold. 
It will diminish 


the purchase of American goods as 
fast as possible, and establish a pro- 
tective tariff system as soon as the 
public can be made to see the fallacy 
and danger of the free trade system. 


'Free trade England'' will cease to 


be a menace after the war. The coun- 
ry will need protection, as never be- 
'ore. and when established we will 
lear less about the pauper labor of 
Europe.

Wisconsin D. A. R. May Help Buy 


Northwest Territory's Capitol 


Historic Vincennes Landmark 


Member* of Janesville Chapter Are 


Interested In Saving General Har- 


rison's "Palace" 
From En- 


croaching Factory Zone. 


One of the-things that the Wiscon- 
sin J>. A. R- has taken much pride in 
is the purchase ,of old landmarks of 
historic-interest. Places whose asso- 
ciations " gave 
them a touch of ro- 
mance and a sentimental value that 
could only be maintained by provid- 
ing for their perpetuation. 
In this 
Held the Janesville chapter has en- 
deavored to play its part along with 
the larger and richer chapters of the 
greater cities. 
There has lately come to the atten- 
tion of the Natbnal D. A". R. the "pal- 
ace" of the government of the North- 
west Territory. This old house is lo- 
cated in Vincennes, Indiana, on the 
banks of the Wiabash. It stands now 
in the very center of a manufacturing 
wilderness, 
yet • with 
its 
massive 
structure and quaint old windows it 
carries even now a dignity and a 
memory of the days when it was the 
"first house" of all this vast- territory 
which now comprises the states of 
Indiana, Illinois, Ohio, Michigan and 
Wlisconsin, a territory 
greater than 
any Napoleon ever rulea. 


Built By General Harrison. 
The house 
was. built in 1804 by 
General William Henry Harrison, who 
was later president 
of the United 
States. Here he lived during his in- 
cumbency as governor of the North- 
west Territory, and- for a time even 
of the era of the Louisiana purchase. 
It was the first capital; the first real 
seat of governmental 
power in the 
west. The majesty of a brick house 
in those days awed the Indians to no 
small extent in the troublous times of 
the war of 1812, and even later in 
various Indian uprisings. 
Henry M. Hyde, a writer of distinc- 
tion who has visited the old pals.ce, 
says of its present ownership: "How 
fortunate that in the 
middle west, 
with all its careless disregard of his- 
torical monuments, such a unique and 
splendid memorial should stili be 
standing, almost untouched either by 
time l>r by the hands of men. 
"How 
almost 
sacrilegious that 
what should 
be a middle western 
shrine should still be in the owner- 
ship of a private corporation, and—m 
spite of the efforts of the Vincinnes 
chapter of the D. A. R.—in somewhat 
imminent danger of being torn down 
to make room for the erection of a 
new boiler house or some other ad- 
dition to the plant of the Vincennes 
Water company. 
"Fortunately 
when General Harri- 
son built his stately 'mansion in the 
wilderness, he laid 
his foundations 
broad and deep and reared a super- 
structure that'is calculated to stand 
for centuries. 
The 
walls 
of soUO. 
brick are more than three feet tnicK, 
and the framework is made of solid 
black 
walnut 
timbers, 
handhewn 


.from the logs, and fastened together 
with thick wooden pins. 
Henry Hyde's .Description. 
"On the left as one enters the front 
door is the old council chamber, a 
high and spacious 
room with one 
semi-circular end where, no 
doubt, 
stood the official desk of the governor. 
Across the wide hall are the similarly 
high and spacious reception rooms. 
"On the second floor are the big 
sleeping rooms, some of them quaint- 
ly cut up into semi-circular 
forms. 
One gets a suggestion in the presence 
of capacious wine closets of the hos- 
pitality which Genera] Harrison dis- 
pensed in what was then almost a 


"In the big cellars under the house 
one gets a grimmer reminder of the 
old days. Here one finds sull the big 
open fireplaces, with their swinging 
cranes, at which, safe from immediatf 
danger, the servants might run bul- 
lets and make other preparations for 
defense against Indian attacks. And 
at the back—though now walled up—• 
is pointed out the entrance to an an- 
cient tunnel which led underground 
from 
the governor's 
palace to the 
banks of the Wabash, not 'far away. 
The tunnel, so runs tradition, was 
dug so that if too closely pressed by 
the Indians or other besiegers the 
governor and his family might escape 
in canoes without their flight being 
immediately detected, or might draw 
water for the supply of the house- 
hold and garrison." 
• 
, 
At the present time the Vincennes \ 
chapter of the D. A. R. have posses- ' 
sion of the house, and through the I 
generosity of 
the 
water 
company 
that owns it have established a his- 
toric 
shrine 
there. They have as- 
sembled a quantity of old furniture of 
value and exhibits of interest. 
D. A. R. May Buy. 


There is great danger, 
however, 
that the space on which the old house 
stands will be needed by the water 
company, and they will be forced to 
tear it down. It is very probable that 
the Indiana D. A. R. will not be able 
to finance the purchase of the place, 
and that outside help will have to be 
solicited. 
The territorial capital of 
the northwest is greater than a mere 
state thing; 
it is of Wisconsin as 
much as of Indiana, and if necessity 
demands it Wisconsin will undoubted- 
ly do her share in purchasing the 
landmark. 
Several members of the Janesville 
chapter 
approved 
most heartily of 
the plan to acquire this mansion. As 
yet however, no definite course can 
be taken by this chapter. Their first 
meeting of the fall will come m a 
week or so, and one woman promi- 
nent in D. A. R. circles declared she 
would bring the matter to the atten- 
tion of the chapter. 
All the move- 
ment needs is a start: a few dollars 
from each chapter would be sufficient 
to purchase the old place. 
Vv hy can- 
not Janesville be the one to start it?

OBTAINING SWEET-BIRCH OIL 


Industry Has Become Quite a Matter 


of Importance In Some Sections 


of the South. 


Sweet-birch oil has been mode In 


this country for maiiy years and is 
obtained from the wood and bark of 
the black birch. The oil is a product 
of steam distillation plants, where, in 
addition to the twigs, bark and young 
sprouts of the birch, the entire tree 
is sometimes used. More picturesque 
are the methods employed by the 
southern mountaineer. A rough camp 
nnd crude distillery are erected near 
a supply of birch. According to per- 
sons who have seen both kinds, the 
"stilt" is not unlike the type some- 
times employed In tha same locality 
for ranking "blockade" whisky. 
The 


camp Is anything which will protect 
the workmen from the weather. 
The 


bark is peeled from the tree end the 
rough outer portion is scraped off. It 
Is then broken to cook it. 
A fire i 


started and the resulting steam la led 
through a pipe nnd finally condensed. 
The heavy oil gathers in n receptacle, 
while the water runs off. 
Three or 


four men compose the usual crew. 
One of these spends all of his time at 
the still, while the others gather and 
prepare the bark. 
About twenty-two 


bushels of bark are nsed for every run 
and it is suld that this amount yields 
approximately 
-four pounds of oil. 


Three or four runs a week can be 
made. The method has been in use 
for mnny years, and most of the ac- 
cessible birch in the valleys has been 
cut. Each year the oil makers have to 
go farther back In the mountains. 
Very often the stills are located In 
isolated places which can be reached 
only on foot, and all of the material 
Cor tlie plants and camp are carried 
In on the backs of the mountaineers.
